not, there is a good chance 
that the three buses will be 
eliminated. People without 
cars would be stuck without 
any form of transportation 
except taxi. 

Possible fare changes are 
also considered and they fol¬ 
low: proposed increase in all 
categories of cash, stamp, 
tokens and pass prices; dif¬ 
ferent fare structure for peak 
hours (6 a.m. to 9 a.m. and 
3 p.m. to 6 p.m.); no dis¬ 
counts for senior citizens and 
handicapped persons during 
peak hours; elimination of 
discounts for college and 
vocational school students; 
elimination of, or increases 
in the price of, special serv¬ 
ices fares, the summer youth 
pass, and tourist pass prices; 
changes in transfers and/or 
freeway express increment 
charges; and establish addi¬ 
tional charges for limited 
stop services. 

Buses now traveling the 
Sierra Madre route include 
Line 435 (Baldwin Ave. - 
Washington Blvd.); Line 487 
(Los Angeles - San Gabriel - 
Sierra Madre Express); and 
Line 491 (Los Angeles - Sierra 
Madre via Santa Anita Ave. 
Express.) 

Mayor Elaine Rudolph re¬ 
sponded by saying, “The 
needs of our city are vital 
and need to be represented 
just as much as the people 
in larger areas who have an 
ever-ready organized body of 
people to lobby for their 
causes. We are individuals 
here and live as individuals. 
But that doesn’t mean we 
don’t have just as much need 
as the others. We are bring¬ 
ing up this important item 
at our meeting (City Coun¬ 
cil) immediately and I surely 
plan to write a letter to the 
RTD.” 

Irshad Haque, president of 
the Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce, sent a letter 
of protest from the cham¬ 
ber to RTD officials Mon¬ 
day and told the News, “It 
would really be a hardship on 
the senior citizens as well as 
those who work in town if 
we lost our bus service. We 
must all protest either in per¬ 
son or by letter.” 

Howard Wagner, chair¬ 
man of Planning Commis¬ 
sion, said Tuesday morning, 

“I surely agree that we should 
head off this possible dis¬ 
aster immediately, particu¬ 
larly since so many of our 
senior citizens depend upon 
the service to get around. 

I’d also like to appeal to those 
who are ecology-minded and 
take the bus to appear in 
person or write a letter of 
protest. I personally plan to 
write a letter of protest, 
also.” 

Patty Huber, chairman of 
the P and R Commission, 
could not be reached for 
comment.
